Within ten years, Upland is like- 
ly to have a high school of its own 
las a unit in the Chaffey system. 

By the end of next summer 
grounds of the junior high school 
will be landscaped, grass sown and 
trees planted. 

Beginning with next school year, 
all students attending Chaffey jun- 
ior college from an outside dis- 
trict will bring with them to this 
district tuition—to pay their cur- 
rent administrative expenses—and 
an additional $65.
